the amount borrowed in anticipation of taxes, has been paid 
which of course reduces by that amount, the uncollected 
taxes. Could we have had the taxes actually due, there 
would have been no occasion for borrowing. 

As compared with last year, the indebtedness remains 
the same, or some 200 00 less. The town has been carry- 
ing this debt for several years, paying over 500 Oo interesa 
yearly, hoping from year to year to be in better condition to 
reduce it; that time seems now to be as far in the future as 
ever. We therefore reccommend, that there be raised and 
appropriated for the reduction of the debt, 1000 00 annual- 
ly until it is extinguished.

But few changes in the corps of teachers have been made 
during the year. Two have resigned; one in the High 
School, Miss Watson, succeeded by Mrs. French; one at 
School Street Miss Jones, succeeded by Miss Chipman, 
Miss Holway taught one term at Farmersville and succeed- 
ed Miss’ Chipman at Spring Hill, Miss Drew taught one term 
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at Forestdale and was succeeded by Miss Rotch the present 
teacher. The rest of the teaching force, is the saine as last 
year. Miss Higyins a recent graduate from the High Schoo} 
is now teaching at Farmersville. Change of teachers unless 
for good cause, is generally unfavorable to the progress of 
the school, particularly in towns like ours where the com- 
pensation is not suchas to attract teachers from abroad. We 
have to take those of little or no experience who as often 
failas succeed. Our present corps of teachers will compare 
favorably with that of years past. If our schools are to retain 
their past good reputation, there must be no diminution in 
the efficiency of the teachers. To secure and hold such, we 
must offer a fair compensation and then demand their best 
service. There has been a large falling off in the number of 
children attending the schools during the past two years for 
reasons well known to us all. he opportunities therefore 
of the individual pupil are correspondingly greater and his 
progress should be in like proportion. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

These are all in very fair condition; but little has been ex- 
pended upon them the past year, Jess than fifty dollars in 
the aggregate, but more must be expended the coming va- 
cation. The house on school street, at Forestdale and 
probably one or two others should be painted on the outside 

The Primary room on school street requires considerable 
repairs inside. The black-boards are much broken, having 
been made originally of mortar and been in constant use 
for forty years. Boards should be substituted with a slated 
surface. The paint is also much defaced and should be re- 
newed. It is not economy to put off needed repairs upon 


our public buildings until a large outlay is required to make 
them respectable. Children that attend schools have some 
respcct for a building that presnts a neat and respectable 
appearance, but very little for one that is neglected, and will 
generally “lend a hand” in defacing it. 
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VENTILATION, 

Public Statutes Chap. 149, Acts of 1888. 
An ACT TO CAUSE PROPER SANITARY PROVISIONS AND 
PROPER VENTILATION IN PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND SCHOOL 
HOUSES. | 
- Section 1. Every public building and every school house 
shall be kept in acleanly state and free from all effluvia 
arising from any drain, privy, or other nuisance, and_ shall 
be provided with a sufficient number of proper water-closets 
earth closets or privies for the reasonable use of the persons 
admitted to such public building or of the pupil attending 
such school-house. 

SECT. 2. Every public building and every schoo!-house 
shall be ventilated in such a proper manner that the air 
shall not become so exhausted as to be injurious to the 
health of the persons present therein. The provisions of 
this section and the preceding section shall be enforced by 
the inspection department of the district police force. 

SEC. 3. Whenever it shall appear to an inspector of fac- 
tories and public buildings that further or different sanitary 
provisions or means of ventilation are required in any public 
building or school-house in order to conform to the require- 
ments of this act and that the same can be provided with- 
out incurring unreasonble expense, such inspector may is- 
sue a written order to the proper person or authority direct- 
ing such sanitary provisions or means of ventilation to be 
provided, and they shall thereupon be provided in accord- 
ance with such order by the public authority, corporation 


or person having charge of, owning or leasing such public 
building or school-house. 


Sect. 4 Any school committee, public officer, corporation 
or person neglecting for four weeks after the receipt of an 
order from an inspector, as provided in the preceding sec- 


tion, to provide the sanitary provisions or means of ventil- 
ation required thereby shall be punished by fine not exceed- 


ing one hundred dollars.

SEcT. 5. The expression “public building” used in this 


act means any building used asa place of public entertain- 
ment, instruction, resort or assemblage. The expression 
“school-house”’ means any building or: premises in which 
public or private instruction is afforded to not less than ten 


pupils at one time. 
SEcT. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


During the last spring term one of the state inspectors 
visited the school street house, tested the air in all the 
rooms and examined the means of ventilation. He pro- 
nounced the air in all the rooms more or less impure and 
the present ventilating shafts useless for the purpose for 
which they were designed. condemned the practice of ven- 
tilating by opening the windows atthe top, and instructed 
me to provide a different method of heating and ventilating. 

The method suggested, would involve an outlay of at least 
six or eight hundred dollars; more than I felt at liberty to 
expend, or would be adviseable to, without further knowl- 
edge of the most approved methods. Before the opening 
of the fall term we bad the windows in all the rooms so ar- 
ranged that an upward current of air is admitted between 
the sashes without falling directly on the heads of the child- 
ren. The seating capacity of the rooms is but little more 
than half occupied, with the exception of the primary, and 
that not fully. A few weeks since we received a second 
visit from the inspector, who pronounced the air ‘all right” 
but condemned the method of ventilation, advising me to 
see the Chief, Mr. Wade in Boston, which I did. The 
subject is held in obeyance for the present, awaiting the ac- 
tion of the town at the annual meeting in March. The plan 
suggested can be seen in operation in one of the school 
buildings of Lynn. 
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ATTENDANCE. 
Referring to the last report of the Secretary of the State 
Board of Education, I find that in a table in which all the 
towns in the State, 351 in number, renumerically arranged 
according to the average attendance of the children of a 
school age upon the public schools, Sandwich occupies the 
seventy-fourth place. Ido not think there is any reason 
why our town should not take a higher rank. Comparative - 
ly few of the children live where the schools cannot be easi- 
ly reached even in stormy weather, particularly in the viliage. 
Out of 289 children between the ages of 5 and 15, all but 
5 have attended school a part of the time, which is so far a 
very creditable showing. The trouble is ir-regularity in at- 
tendance, but very seldom do we find in a school of 25 chila- 
ren all present. Upon inquiry it is found that some are de- 
tained at home to do errands, others to enjoy the skating, and 
for various other reasons are absent from school day after 
day, but could attend if parents realized the necessity for it 
and insisted that duty be considered before pleasure. 


“It is fairly disheartening to the faithful and Jong suffering 
teacher to have pupils attend barely enough to secure en- 
rollment and escape the truant officer, and when they fail to 
secure promotion at the close of the term, reflect upon the 
quality of the instruction which they are not there to receive” 


THE TIME WHEN BEGINNERS SHOULD ENTER THE 
PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


It has been the custom to admit beginners at any time 
of the year or term as suited the convenience of the parents 
which has usually been at the opening of the spring and fal] 
terms. he spring term beginning about the roth of April, 
the fall term the first or second week in September. I am 
not prepared to reccommend that no beginners should be 
received except at these times, as is the rule in many towns, 
but I do advise parents who have such children, to send 
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‘them if possible at the beginning of these terms, for reasons 
which must be apparent to all who have any knowledge of 
the present methods of primary instruction, and those who 
have not, are cordially invited to visit the schools and see 
for themselves. I refer to beginners in the graded primary 
rooms in the village, and will present briefly the reasons for 
such advice. In each of the sub-primary rooms there are gen- 
erally from thirty five to forty children, divided into three 
or four divisions, graded according to their capacity fcr re- 
ceiving instruction. The progress made in four or five 
weeks by children of ordinary capacity is often remarkable. 

If at this time a new pupil is introduced, he is wholly out 
of place, and can find no work suited to him. The conse- 
quence is, the teacher has to stop in her class work and 
personally instruct him in what the class has been over and 
is perfectly familiar with. The result generally is, he fol- 
lows in the rear until another class of beginners enters, in 
which he can take his piace. I hope therefore, parents 
will see the reasonableness of this request, and if possible 
have their children enter the primary schools at the time 
intimated. 

DRAWING. 

Although drawing is a required study inthe public schools 
of this,State, nothing as yet bas been done to meet the re- 
quirements of the law, except, map- drawing, for the reason 
that but few of our teachers feel competent to give proper 
instruction, and have not the time to devote to it if they 
were. Whether or not it 1s best to longer delay instruction 
in this branch of school work, is for the Committee to de- 
cide. Sketching flowers and fruit or tracing ornamental 
borders, is not the meaning of the term as applied to draw- 
ing inthe schools. Its meaning and aim will be better un- 
derstood by quoting from the Report of the Board of Educa- 
tion, 1886-7. Industrial drawing it should be born in mind 
is a required study in the public schools of the State: [1] be 
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cause of its educational value; [2] because of its industrial 
value.”’ It has an educational value, because it “necessi- 
tates close and accurateattention, quickens thought, furnish- 
es the pupil with a new means of expression, develops his 
comparitive, originative, and reasoning powers, leads to an 
appreciation of the beautiful and good, and gives skill of 
hand.’ It has an industrial value, because “a practical 
knowledge of industrial drawing is indespensable in every 
day life. It improves the design and tinish of manufac- 
tured articles, that enhancing their value; and its diffusion 
among all classes of people will create ademand for the best 
in every department of industry.” 


The plan as outlined in the report referred to requires 
“the constant use of models and objects; for the correct ideas 
of things can come only from observing the things them 
selves.” It requires that “the forms should be observed by 
means of both eyes and hands, and that the knowledge of 
form thus gained should be expressed in three ways,—by 
language, by drawing, by construction; that is, by words, by 
lines, and by forms.” 

“The three means of expression, language, drawing, and 
construction, each offer an excellent moral] training, aside 
from increased skillfulness in the hands and eyes, Yet 
these means will not give accurate results unless they are 
the product of systematic thought. To draw, make, or de- 
scribe a thing correctly necessitates a certain orderly pro- 
cedure that cannot fail to result in an orderly habit of 
thought, good judgement, the power of concentration, econ- 
omical use of time, etc.,—qualities which cannot be too 
highly valued as contributing to the most important ele- 
ments of a useful life.” 


Prof. Bailey, State Superintendent of drawing says: “In- 
dustrial Drawing is not to be taught in the public schools 
simply for the sake of making a show or complying with the

law. It is to be taught because of its three-fold value; as 
one of the best studies for mental dicipline; as a practical 
language for every day use, and as a most efficient means 
for refining the taste.” 


My attention has been called repeatedly by the agents of 
the State Board in their visits here, to the Steal DENelt tt 
would be to the youny people of the town, who are em- 
ployed in some of the departments of the glass works, could 
they receive proper instruction in industrial drawing. 

I am not prepared to urge its introduction at once, al- 
though we are clearly violating the Statutes by not making 
the necessary provisions for it, but under certain conditions 
which are now suggested and may exist in the future, I 
should advise our compliance with the law. 


SCHOOL EXPENSES. 


Upon examination of the financial statement, it will be 
seen a reduction of between four and five bundred dollars 
has been made in the ordinary expenses. leaving an un- 
expended balance of which is more than sufficient to carry 
on the schools to the end of the schoo] year, or the last of 
June. I think an appropriation of $5000. will be ample, 
with prudent management, to meet all neccessary expenses 
of the Schools, as at present constituted, for the coming 
year, with the exception of the new plan of heating and ven- 
tilating the School Street building should it be ordered. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL. | 

The present is the third year this school has been in 
charge of Mr. French, and I am happy to say, that I believe 
the schoo] is being conducted to the satisfaction of all in- 
terested. Mr. French had many difficulties to meet and 
overcome, when he entered upon his work here, succeeding 
as he and his assistant did, two very successful and popular 
teachers. He had to mark out a line of action of his own in 
methods, discipline and general management, but whatever 
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antagonism may have existed in the past, I believe has 
entirely disappeared; everything moves along smoothl yand 
harmoniously between teachers, pupils and parents. 

The daily attendance of the pupils is a marked indication 
of the harmony existing and the interest of the pupils in 
their school work; it being for the fall and winter terms a 
fraction over 97 per ct., and for the year 96 per ct. on an av- 
erage membership of 41. 

The question is now frequently asked, ‘is the High 
School to be continued?” The official return of the num- 
ber of families will not probably be received until some time 
during the coming summer, as all details of the cencus are 
tabulated in Washington; but as has been stated on another 
page, the number of families as reported by the enumerator 
on the first of June was 463. 

If this report is correct we are no longer required by law to 
maintain a High School, and it will be for the voters to de- 
cide whether or not it shall be. Whatever action may be 


taken at the coming annual meeting, I trust the chief end 
in view will be that which will best promote the education- 
al interests of the town, rather than the reduction of the 
rate of taxation a few cents on a thousand dollars. 

At the close of the last schvuol year, a class of 16 graduat- 
ed, the exercises being held in the Casino before a large and 


appreciative audience.
